In his 36 years a« a 
Governor, Mr. McConnell 
made many maj>nificent 
contributions to the l^nivcr- 
ftlty in both financial and 
personal sup|>ort, carry in$>- 
on the work started by the 
Founder and the great be- 
nefactors of the Nineteenth 
Century. 

The Montreal Neurolo- 
gical Institute and the Mc- 
Connell Engineering Build- 
ing are tangible evidences 
of his munificent support 
for and interest in the 
e-rowth and development of 
McGill and for his generous 
encouragement of the scien- 
tific activities v^hich would 
benefit his fellow man. The 
McConnell Hall of Residen- 
ce and the McConnell Schol- 
*rfthips are merely two of 
tiis gifts which demonstrate 
his desire to provide for the 
phy.sical and intellectual 
weiui>eing of youth. 

In 1952, the student body 
at McGill dedicated its an- 
nual Yeai- Book **01d Mc- 
Gill" to Mr. McConnell as 



a "vsimple expression of its 
gratitude for the many 
benefits which it, tangibly 
or intangibly, is privileged 
to enjoy''. In his message to 
the students, Mr. McCon- 
nell expressed a formula 
which was the l^ey to his 
own personality : 

**Hard work, enthusiasm, 
unceasing determination ; 
and to mellow and enrich 
the whole there must be an 
agreeable disposition, a 
cheerful countenance, a sni- 
rit of co-operation and infi- 
nite patience". 

In 1958, the Boa id of 
Govei-nors of McGill Uni- 
versity expressed the es- 
teem in wiiich Mr. McCon- 
nell was held by the-IIniver- 
sity family in a resolution 
of appreciation upon receiv- 
ing from him a gift to build 
a new Engineering Build- 
ing : **cognizant of the un- 
rivalled contributions that 
Mr. McConnell has made to 
the development of McGill 
University during the past 
quarter of a century, and of 
his abiding interest in all 
that concerns the individual 
welfare of vstudents and 
members of the staff, this 
Board of Governors resolves 
that the new building shall 
be officially named the Mc- 
Connell Engineering Build-

ing in order that it might 
remind future generations 
of McCiill's abidirig debt to 
a benefactor whom we, of 
this generation, can never 
forget". 

In all his good works, Mr. 
McConnell maintained a 
strong desire for anonymi- 
ty. As a result, few peoi)le 
knew to what extent he 
nurtured the University 
that he loved with deep 
affection. His wise counsel 
on the governing board of 
the Ihiiveisity, his build- 
ings, his generous scholar- 
ships — all these will remain 
a monument at the Univer- 
sitv which he helped to de- 
velop so much. McGill Uni- 
versity has lost one of its 
greatest friends.

Nigeria Is a country bursting with energy* It Ms a 
population of, or a pen pr^s de, 40,000,000, and is a little 
larger than Ontario. The tin and lead industries of Nigeria 
are old and valuable. Railroad development has been rarfd 
because of the mines. Petroleum was discovered not 
long ago which will add to the prosperity of the country. 
Enthusiasm for education has been tremendous. In the la<^t 
ten years, five universities have been built. 

Let us focus our attention on one of the five unlversi* 
ties built in Lagos. When Professor Hall was in Nigeria 
the government contacted through him the government 
of Canada and asked if they would help the training M 
teachers at the University of Lagos. The Canadian govern- 
ment agreed and the McGill Institute of Education was 
selected to handle the program. 

Professor MoiTison, representing the Institute of 
Education of McGill, was sent over to the University of 
Lagos in September of 1963, to set up an institute of 
education. McGill will sponsor the training of teachers 
at the U. of Lagos in two courses a three year degree 
course and the other, a first year post-graduate course. At 
least two staff members of the Institute of Education will 
be sent to the U. of Lagos, spending a couple of years 
there. When they return, two more will replace them. 

As a point of interest, Professeur Morrison will be 
returning to Lagos with his family in 1964 to gi^ve more 
attention to education in Nigeria. A special note should be 
realized here: if it were not for people like Professor 
Morrison, universal education would be limited or non- 
existant and many countries of the world would still be 
drifting through the .**Dark.

NEW PSYCHIATRIC BUILDING

Covernor-Ceneral Georges P. Vanler will officially 
open the Department of Psychiatry's new Training and 
Research Building next Wednesday, In a ceremony to be 
presided over by Chancellor R, E. Powell. 

The four-and-a-half storey building adjoining the AHar 
Memorial Institute on Pine Avenue West is one of the mo^^ 
advanced and largest buildings of its kind, said Dr. D. Ewer^ 
Cameron, Professor and Chairman of the Department of 
Psychiatry at McGill, in a press conference yesterday. Dr. 
Cameron said **there is nothing comparable in Canada/' and 
ranked it with the National Institute for Mental Health in 
the United States. 

Traces history 

He traced briefly the history of the new building. In 
1 960 a request for funds was sent to the Provincial govern- 
ment. A year later construction was authorized by the Gov- 
ernors, when the University announced that funds for the 
building had been obtained from the Province. 

Through the generosity of an anonymous donor, the 
University was able to grant an early priojrily and the build' 
ing was started in the summer of 1962. Research started 
one week after construction was completed in the summer 
of 1963. 

The new Training and Research Building has four floors 
and two partial floors. Three seminar rooms are on the 
first partial floor, which is at ground leveK The first floor, 
which is not yet in full operation, is for etectrophysiology 
and will also contain a large computation centre. 

Ciant computer 

The whole building will operate as a giant computation 
centre since data will be able to be transmitted from one 
floor to any other. The computers will also serve all the 
other psychiatric centres in the city. 

Basic psychological laboratories are on the second floor. 
Here research is being dwone on behaviour and physiolo- 
gical mechanisms. 

On the third floor are laboratories for %xper\mer\\B\ 
therapeutics, with extensive investigations being carried out 
in biochemistry and endocrinology. 

The building was financed by the Provincial Govern- 
ment and from private sources. Dominion- Provincial men- 
tal health grants were received for equipment. 

A two-day program has been planned for the opehihg 
of the building. The first day, Tuesday, November 12, will 
have an academic theme as biochemists and psychiatrists 
from across the continent present papers. Tuesday evenirfg, 
a University Dinner will be held at Redpath Nail. Df. R^ay 
F. Farquharson, Chairman of the Medical Research Council 
of Canada and Vice-President of the National Research 
Council will be guest speaker. 

At 11 a.m. Wednesday, the opening ceremony Will 
take place. The Right Honourable George P. Vanier will 
unveil a plaque and various dignitaries will speak. After 
this the building will be open for inspection.

It is called "El Con- 
dor'' and is being given at

**For the first time Latin 
America has dared to say 
what she really feels", says 
General Hugo Bethlem, 
former Brazilian ambassa- 
dor and one of the principal 
actors of the play. 

The drama deals with the 
struggle for control of a 
university by opposing po- 
litical factions, corruption 
in high and low places, an 
international aid scandal 
and a foreign diplomat 
mobbed. The authors are 
from San Marcos Universi- 
ty in Lima, Peru. The 
f^tory is drawn from their 
own experience. It was at 
their university's gates in 
1^58. that the former U. S. 
Vice - President Richard 
Nixon was greeted by a 
rock-throwing student riot. 

One of the authors, a 
student of economics, Enri- 
que Tamashiro, says this 
about the play: '*We have 
taken a good look at our- 
selves as individuals and 



us a continent We talk of 
dignity and of Justice, but 
we are no better than the 
society we criticize. It is 
not a question of capital- 
ism or communism, but of 
materialism in men 

tiona who have fori_, 

God. A revolution is neces- 
sary. We have decided to 
begin with ourselves and 
from there to attack the 
job of remaking the world. 
We have committed our 
time, our faith and our 
conviction to that task." 

In the last two years the 
play has toured on three 
continents. After it was 
first produced it moved in- 
to the Northeast of Brazil. 
Extreme poverty and Cas- 
tro-style peasant leagues 
have made that 'area one of 
the most explosive in South 
America. "El Condor" had 
a profound effect. Many of 
the most revolutionary men 
found in the play an effec- 
tive solution to their pr<' 
lems. 

From Brazil the stu- 
dents were invited to take 
the play to Europe. In the 



last year it has bee« shown 
from the toe to the top of 
Italy and throughout Switz- 
erland. Thousands and 
thousands thronged the best 
theatres of those nations to 



The North American 
premiere took place in Que- 
bec City at the Palais 
Montcalm where it was 
enthusiastically received 
by both Englivsh and French 
communities.

Mr. Sass wants the committee to establish a policy 
which would allow any student to write for any page, and 
"would systematically list and cover all student activities 
and matters." "It is general opinion that the paper is con- 
trolled by a clique and things must be done their way and 
no other," Sass said. "Outsiders are discouraged from part- 
icipating." 

He charged that last Thursday and Friday's Ryersonian 
carried only about 10 percent news — the rest was extra- 
neous. "I am not against the paper acting as a tabloid at 
times, but student matters must come first." 

(The issues mentioned carried : a news-feature on 'skin 
books', a CUP feature on students in international affairs, 
tvs/o full pages of pictures of Homecoming, and article on a 
Billy Graham movie, plus the usual assorted stories.) 

The final charge levied was that the paper doesn't print 
the obvious things on campus but goes outside the school for 
stories.

What is even more obvious 
is that this increase, out of 
proportion to the rise in 
population, has degraded 
the academic value of a 
college degree: so many 
people can get a degree to- 
day, that a Ph.D.-^63 isn't 
worth much more than the 
B.A. of 30 years ago. Cer- 
tainly there is more to 
learn now than three dec- 
ades in the past, but must 
all this *iearning" be done 
at the university level? 
Couldn't engineering and 
agriculture, for example, 
be transferred to the tech- 
nical school curricula? 

*'We certainly do require 
free thinking individuals 
and critics of our estab- 
lished systems, but these 
people require by their 
very nature cautious con- 
trols". Sir , you are in 
"free, democratic" Canada, 
not behind the Iron 
Curtain! Our universities, 
rather than clamping con- 
trols on individualists, 
should become hot-beds of 
intellectual revolution : — 
Students of the world arise ; 
you have nothing to lose 
but your diplomas!!! 

The universities, so you 
say,, must "decide between 
providing specialized train- 
ing in a field which is be- 
coming relatively smaller, 
or a more generalized educ- 
ation". This is not the 
choice at all! Either our 
universities will continue 
the present trend towards 
producing college gradu- 
ates like sa many sausages 
(and not very spicy ones 
at that!), or they will 
decide that their basic job

His life, the nature and extent of his contributions to 
the world in which he lived and to MctJiil in particular, is 
briefly surveyed in other parts of this paper We urge our 
readers to study this history for the story of J.W. Mc( on- 
nell is the story of a great man. 

The sudden death of this man should make us stop to 
think about some of the things we too often take for 
Kranted. We think of McGiU as a collection of professors 
and students, anonymous administrators, maintenance 
crews and a number of buildings, old and ne>y, where 
knowledge is disseminated with varying degrees of success. 
Indeed, we often take even this much for granted. 

How much more so do we ignore the sine qua non of 
this institution of higher education, the men who have 
given unsparinglv of their time and money to provide these 
facilities, to improve them and increase them as our re- 
quirements increased. At long last the government is 
lending some support to universities, but this has proven 
to be both inadequate and uncertain. One group has never 
failed us in the time of our need. McGill's private benelac- 
tors, led by the late Mr. McConneil, were always present 
and prepared to help when needed. 

They have, over the years, given more of themselves 
and their monev than the government itself, and this 
without demanding control, either of our curriculum or 
our professors. In fact, it has been said with considerable 
justification that, in the lean years, ^h«n government 
aid was nonexistent, it was men like Mr. J. W. Mc( onnell 
who hept McGill s doors open. Certainly McGill would not 
be the great university it is today had we not had such dear 
and devoted friends. 

The name of .John Wilson McConneil will live on in 
his generous cholarship fund. It will live one the doorway 
of the Engineering Building which he donated and on the 
other innumerable tokens of his support. It will live in the 
hearts of his bereaved family and friends as well as the 
hundreds of civic, national and international projects m 
which he took a deep interest. As for the students of 
McGill, let us build a monument to him with our work and 
our dedication to the ideals for which he stood. ^
